The  report  of  the  Citizens’  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Water  ami  Light,  reconimand- 
lUgTuwn  Ownership  for  Bloomfield, 
and  cej»e*  ially  the  notice  Cont  *ined  in 
i-^aid  report  calling  a  citizen  t*  meeting 
for  lost  Monday  evening  at  Central 
Hall,  has  resulted  in  a  thorough 
ventilation  *f  that  part  of  the  joint 
problem  relutiug  to  ^he  water  supply 
for  our  towu,  While  the  pamphlet 
Mi  being  generally  distributed  and 
read  laat  week,  the  Township  Com.- 
mittee  must  have  beeu  considerably 
exercised  over  the  situation  Instead 
of  falling  in  line  with-  the  |>opular 
movement,  they  undertook  to 
divide  the  peoj*e  into  factions,  using 
their  authority  to  call  a  separate 
wafer  meeting.  They  met  last  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon,  when  a  motion  was 
made  anil  adopted  to  call  a  citizens’ 
meeting  on  Tuesday  eveu'iig,  at 
which  they  would  preseut  a  report  on 
water  under  the  ina-ructiona  given  at 
the  citizetm’  meeting  of  Dec.  22,  1893. 

This  action  must  have  kept  some 
citizens  from  attending  the  meeting 
on  Monday  night,  but  Central  Hall 
was  nearly  full,  ami  it  was  an  and- 
lt-uce  representative  of  the  intelligent 
la-1  ne-owning  and  tax-paying  citizens 
of  the  town.  J.  Banks  Reford  was 
made  Chairman  and  William  Biggart 
Secretary  The  report  was  called  for 
and  read  by  Edward  S.  .Wilde  The 
reading  was  attentively  followed  by 
all,  and  gpoii  its  conclusion  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  unanimously '  passed  adopt¬ 
ing  the  Committee's  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  the  of  the  meeting  and

On  thci  next  night  a  mixed  audience 
assembled,  completely  tilling  the 
Hall.  Georgo  W.  Cook  was  chosen 
*  to  preside  an.^Town  Clerk  Johnson 
acted  us  Secretary.  The  first  speak¬ 
er  was  G.  Lee  Sh»u{,  who  is  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Water  Committee.  He 
saiil  that  two  projawitious  had  been 
made  to  the  Township  Committee  on 
the  subject  of  water  supply.  Before 
stating  them  he  rehearsed  what  had 
been  done  by  the  Committee  during 
tlu*  \ ear  past,  which  amounted  simply1 
t>>  a  recommendation  that  a  renewal 
.  *f  the  contract  with  the  Orange 
Water  Company  be  miuje  for  another 
ten  years  at  the  reduced  price  of  $30 
a  hydrant.  This  conclusion  they 
reached  a  year  or  more  ago,  but  the 
citizens  of  the  town  were  of  r  differ¬ 
ent  opinion  and  referred  the  question 
to  a  special  committee  of  thirty 
This  coni  mi  it  tee,  he  said,  met  at  var¬ 
ious  times  through  tha  spring  and 
summer,  and  at  length  the  Township 
Committee  had  determined  to  call 
the  citizeu’s  meeting  of  December 
tl*2d,  at  which  to  recommend  again 
that  a  contract  l*e  made  as  heretofore. 
Instead  of  authoiizing  them  to  make 
it,  tho  citizens  had  instructed  the 
Committee  to  confer  with  the  Orange 
Water  Company  and  with  the  East 
Jeiwej  Water  Company  upon  this 
subject,  and  report.  Ha  said  the 
Committee  found  that  it  was  imposs¬ 
ible  to  see  the  President  of  the  Water 
Company,  as  he  wVs  away  from  h**me, 
and  tha  President  of  the  East  Jersey- 
Company  had  expressed  himself  as 
unwilling  to  interfere  with  the  Orange 
Company  in  supplying  water  to 
Bloomfield.

Mr  Gilbert,  replying  said  that 
t-ix  arrears  were  very  good  capital  to 
make  use  of,  and  observed  that  the 
gentleman  who  last  spoke  had  not 
jkaid  some  of  his,  but  he  Would  pay 
them,  and  the  interest  collected  was 
in  many  cases  more  than  the  tax  it¬ 
self.  The  East  Orunge  people  were 
depending  upon  tax  arrears  to  carry 
on  some  of  their  improvements  and 
they  were  pretty  good  financiers  over 
there. 

Mr.  Wilde  characterized  the  speech 
of  Mr.  Gallagher  as  just  such  a 
speech  as  he  (Wilde)  would  make  if 
he  had  been  employed  to  plead  for 
corporations.  He  quoted  from  Gov¬ 
ernor  Werts’  message  recommending
